GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS 


PRESENTMENTS IN THE 
SLPERIOR COURT, 
Fulton County, Georgia. 
tee st Term, 1935. 
Hon. E. D. Thomas, Judge, 
Criminal Division. 
Fulton Superior Court: 

The grand jury of Fulton county) 
for the July-August, 1935, term, re-. 
spectfully submits to the court its pre- 
sentments as follows: | 


During the term of our service, a'| 
most unusual and unprecedented con- | 
troversy has arisen, which made it | 
necessary for us as grand jurors to | 
issue two special presentments, the) 
first under date of August 7 and the} 
last under date of August 16, Both | 
urged retrenchment in county expen- | 
ditures. | 

We hereby reaffirm and reiterate 
these presentments in their entirety 
and speaking for the people of Fulton | 
county, we demand action thereon, | 

The county commission, after re- 
questing investigation on the part of | 
the present grand jury of alleged 
waste and extravagance in the man- 
agement of county affairs, have ig- 
nored our presentments and have re-. 
fused to act thereon during our term 
of office in apite of the fact that their. 
chairman, Dr. Adams, promised us in 
person in the grand jury room on Au- 
gust 9, that a special meeting of the. 
county board would be called on Mon- | 
dar, August 19, for the purpose of 
taking definite action on our recom- 
mendations. This meeting was called 
off, which made necessary our special | 
presentments of August 16, in which 
we laid the above facta before the 
court and the public. 


Tt is the sense of this grand jury 
that when 23 mer duly qualified as. 
grand jurors give up their time to an | 
exhaustive study of county affairs on 
the specific re juest of the commission, 
that our recommendations, whether 
they are agreed to fF not, are entitled. | 
in all fairness, to the consideration of | 
the board of eounty commissioners | 
while we are still in office ag grand 
jurors. We have not been accorded 
this courtesy and we feel that it is: 
high time that the citizens of Fulton 
county becom aroused to the state. 
of affairs now existing in the opera-| 
tion of this county, which, ag we have 
said before, is being dominated by | 
three public officials. two of whom | 
are inexperienced in public affairs and 
who have not even the courage of | 
their own convictions, and have clear- 
ly demonstrated by their inaction that | 
they are not capable of independent | 
thought or action. | 

The operation of this county is a. 
Kigantic task and may well be termed | 
“big business.” In our opinion, it is 
imperative that the voting public and 
taxpayers give some thought and at- 
tention to the personne! of the com- 
mission they put in office and em- 
power with the responsibility of ad- | 
ministering a four-million-dollar busi- 
neas, 


How many of these men are qnal- 
ified by experience or otherwise to 
act as @xecnutives in a four-million- 
collar business? We hare expressed 
Ourselves as to our opinion of the 
qualifications of the majority mem- 
bere of the hoard. The remaining two 
minority members are helpless, but 
ther have at least tried as hest they 
could to bring about reform and stop 
extravagant spending. Hoth’ of these 
members were responsible, in part. 
for certain economies which material. 
ly reduced the deficit under which 
the country was laboring when ther 
came into office. Furthermore. these 
two members were unable to bring 
about any decisive action on our Au- 
guest 7 presentments he reason of the 
ridiculous “impasse” which is known 
to all. 

Our time and attention have heen 
ao fully occupied with this investiga-

City Moves To Obtain $2,000,000 
In U.S. Funds To Improve Streets 


Finance Committee Names Group To Present Atlanta’s 
7 Claim to State Highway Board; Fund Set Up 
To Repair Whiteway Wiring. 


Atlanta’s finance committee yes- 
terday afternoon moved to obtain 
$2,000,000 of the $19,000,000 federal 
road funds for Georgia for improve- 
ment of city streets and bridges, when 
a group composed of Mayor Key, 
Councilman Aubrey Milam, chairman 
of the finance committee, and Clark 
Donaldson, chief of construction, was 
appointed to carry the claims of the 
municipality directly to the State 
Highway Board. 

Early possibility of release of the 
controversial fund prompted Council- 
man John A. White, fourth ward, to 
initiate the move, and the finance 
committee supported him with a unan- 
imous vote. 

The committee also set up a 
$1.000 fund requested by Dewey 
Johnson, superintendent of electrical 
affairs, for repair of wiring in the 
downtown whiteway lighting system 
and $4,200 for purchase of materials 
for reroofing and repair of the audito- 
rium-armory. 

Reinstatement Move. 

A resolution, presented by the po- 
lice committee and backed by Alder- 
man J]. Gloer Hailey, ninth ward, and 
providing that the police committee 
might reinstate policemen who have 
been discharged at their old salaries 
was sidetracked and held in commit- 
tee files, : 

Milam, Councilman White and AIl- 
derman Joyner attacked the proposal, 
asserting it gave the committee the 
right to reinstate a man at his pre- 
vious salary regardless of the gravity 
of the offense for which he was dis- 
charged from the department. 

Under the present set-up, if a po- 


liceman is fired and reinstated, he 
loses his senority right and comes 
back as a new man. Salaries of po- 
licemen are graduated upward for 
four years. Thus if the committee 
discharges a four-year man, he now 
is reinstated, if at all, as a first-year 
man. If the proposal is approved. 
he could be given his previous salary, 
which would be materially higher than 
that of a new patrolman. 
Whitehall Widening. 

A subcommittee of the finance com- 
mittee was named to attempt to find 
funds to proceed with the extension 
and widening of Whitehall street from 
its present terminus to Lee street. 

“Atlanta pays about one-fourth of 

all the revenne paid into the state 
treasury, and is now paying virtually 
all the funds being paid in the state 
for relief purposes,” White said in 
resenting the move to obtain. the 
$2,000,000. 
“We are entitled to equitable con- 
sideration on the basis of our con- 
tributions to the state and national 
governments, and I believe the state 
and the national governments will de 
the fair thing by us. 

“T want this committee to present 
our claims in a_ dispassionate but 
firm manner, and I] believe we will 
get it. The act under which this 
money was ‘provided specifically sets 
out that certain percentages shall be 
expended in ci'ies and populous com- 
munities. f 

“The $2,000,000 asked for is a fair 
division of the money. We are enti- 
tled to it, and I believe that we will 
get it if we approach the problem 
in the right way.”

“The Bankhead law puts a severe 
penalty on the farmer who exceeds 
his quota on cotton. 

“Tt forces the cotton growers of 
the south to take orders from Wash- 
ington, but the wheat grower and the 
corn and hog growers of the west have 
to be hired to take orders from Wash- 
ington.”

Family Life # 
In Japan. 

One of the most significant long- 
term trends in Japanese life is the 
gradual disintegration of the tradi- 
tional Japanese family system, writes 
the Tokyo correspondent of the Lon- 
don Observer. This system, which still 
possesses a good deal of vitality, es- 
pecially in the country districts, pre- 
supposes an attitude toward life ut- 
terly different from that of European 
or American individualism. It in- 
vests the head of the family with 
gteat power over the destinies and 
property of its members, and at the 
same time imposes on him a strong 
sense of responsibility. It is a fre- 

ent observation that the strongly 
eveloped sense of family obligation 
and responsibilities is a great pallia- 
tive of the unemployment which a 
modernized industrial system and a 
rapidly growing population have 
brought to Japan. But the family sys- 
tem is being sapped by many and 
various forces, the influences of 
Christian teachings, the infiltration of 
western moving pictures, which may 
be seen in every Japanese small town ; 
translations from the literature of the 
west, the steady drift away from 
patriarchal farming and handicrafts 
to large factories and commercial en- 
terprises, to mention only a few of 
the more obvious. One sympton of the 
weakening of traditional customs in 
domestic life is the. marked iricrease 
in cases of the most reliable sources 
of general information in Japan, re- 
ported 24,244 cases of home-desertion 
in Tokyo in 1934 as against 9,790 
in 1922.

TODAY'S YESTERDAYS. 
August 28, 1565—St. Augustine, 
Fla., which claims to be the oldest 
city in the United States, was founded 
by Don Pedro Menendez de Avilla aft- 
er he had driven out French who had 
established a settlement at a point 
now known as St. John’s bluff.

LEAKAGE WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—There is only one thing which 

excites Washington more than gossip, and that is a news 
leak. Everything here is supposed to be orderly. Everything flows in 
turn, according to custom——men, society and even news. . 

For that reason a dire problem has been created by the fact that 
certain secret reports from the Business Advisory Council have lately 
developed a way of getting on the front. pages. 

The council was Secretary Roper’s idea. News readers may recall 
that the Secretary of Commerce’s council of businessmen was supposed 
to express views of business. The council members were to tell what 
they thought about the New Deal. For a time their thoughts, as ex- 
pressed in their reports, must have been unprintable. At least these 
reports were sent to the White House and referred down the alley to a 
department for eternal consideration. They were made public only when 
they favored the social security program or continuance of the NRA. 


DRAINAGE The last two reports of the council were on the tax bill 
and the Guffey coal bill and were very critical They 
were sent to the White House and referred, as is the custom, to a de- 
partmental filing cabinet. In each case a week elapsed and then the 
reports appeared on the front pages. One was published by a foremost 
Washington news gatherer and the other by a trade paper in New York. 
No one suspects President Roosevelt of slipping out these critical 
reports, but there is ground for suspicion that the business council has 
developed a system of making its views known to the world. 
What has happened is that the council gives the President a week 
to make its views public. If he fails, there are ways. 


PONCE-DE-LEON A fancy job of editing was done on the Con- 


gressional Record to conceal the fact from pos- 
terity that’the house sat unconstitutionally for 20 minutes last Saturday 
night. The record says the house quit at 11:47 p. m., but it really re- 
cessed about 12:20 a. m. This was 20 minutes after its authority ex- 
pired by its own edict. . 

What happened was that congress got in an absurd mess. Speaker 
Byrns realized at 11:40 p. m. that the house could not decide what to 
do before it expired at midnight, so Mr. Byrns defied the edict that time 
waits for no man. He told one of his clerks to get a stick and stop the 
big clock over his head. It remained stopped until about half an hour 
later, when congress adjourned until Monday. 

Smart lawyers may be able to figure out a way to attack the con- 
stitutionality of everything congress did thereafter. But they will have 
a hard time proving it in view of falsification of the record. ; 

An editorial conclusion that this congress could not even adjourn 
constitutionally, however, may not be far wrong. 

TIP lf New Dealers will see Senator Capper they may learn something 

to their advantage. The Kansan says little but he reads a lot. 
What he reads mostly is the mail bag. It is larger than that of most 
congressmen because Capper is a farm publisher as well as a farm legis- 
lator. He receives mail from the farm wives who do not write to any- 
one else. 

He has noticed lately what he perceives to be a change in general 
farm sentiment toward the administration. The farmers, he says, are natu- 
rally frugal people. . They have to be. A substantial number of them 
(perhaps.a majority, he says) seem to have become interested during 
recent months in government expenditures. One thing which appeared 
to have awakened their interest, he believes, is taxes. (Not processing 
taxes, because someone else pays those.) 

Ordinarily if a republican senator said anything like that it would 
be smaller news than a dog biting a man. Capper, however, has not been 
a political antagonist of the New Deal and does not ordinarily indulge in 
political hog wash.

BIGHORNS OF THE WEST. 

In the Rocky mountains and oth- 
er ranges of the west live Bighorn 
sheep. They are famous for their 
horns, and for their skill in climbing 
steep cliffs. 

The horns of the rams are of great 
size, and are much-curved. In record 
cases, rams’ horns have been found to 
be from 40 to 45 inches long, when 
measured around the curves. The 
right and the left horn unusually dif-

fer a little in length. Thus one large 


'ram was found to have a right horn, 


three feet and seven inches long, and 
a left horn measuring three feet and 
eight inches.

as well as in highlands; but after the |

coming of the whites they took to the 


mountains. Rifles are too dangerous 
for them: and they might have been 
killed off even in their high retreats 


It is enough to take one’s breath 
away to watch a Bighorn climbing 
a steep cliff. It can make use of 
a ledge four inehes square, and may 
spring from that to another ledge 
three or four feet higher up. As it 
keeps going up the “sheep ladder,” it 
makes use of little shelves and bulges 
in the face of the cliff. 


Going down, the Bighorn seems even 
more daring. Again it makes use of 
small shelves and ledges; and some- 
times descends between two walls of 
rock, several feet apart, leaping first 
to one wall and then to the other. 
The animals have been known to 
make sheer downward leaps as great 
as 20 feet without coming to harm, 
In such cases they land with their 
legs stretched in such a way as to 
break the fall. 

Now and then a Bighorn does get 
hurt, or even killed, during danger- 


ous climbing, but in general they go 
safely on their way.

The mating season comes in Janu- 
ary, and during that month there are 
many fights between rams. Using a gen- 
tle slope on the mountain side, they 
back off and face each other, from @ 
distance of perhaps 100 feet. Then 
they charge, and butt head-on. It 
has been estimated that they are go- 
ing about 20 miles per hour when 
they clash. 

The rivals suffer hard jolts, but 
usually are able to back away and 
charge again. Sometimes they strike 
each other five or six times before 
one of them is disabled or decides 
he will leave the field to his oppo- 
nent.

Dr. Herty’s 

article in The Constitution of November 2 is timely and 

the authorities of the university can be trusted to make 

all needed changes and for all possible consideration 

pertaining to the welfare of its students if they are given 

the means and the confidence their loyalty and high 

sense of duty should deserve.

Industrials 
and utilities were the weakest fea- 
tures, but rails also gave considerable 
ground, Transfers totaled 2,125,920 
shares and the session was ranked as 
one of the half-dozen busiest of the 
year.

Corn 
was unchanged to 1 1-4 cents a bushel 
lower and wheat was 3-8 to 3-4 of a 
cent down. Refined sugar inated 
the highest price since 1929 at 5.30 
cents a pound.

SHOW SLIGHT UPTURN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(P)— 
Increased pork and lard prices were 
largely responsible for a slight in- 
crease in retail food prices in general 
in the two weeks ended August 13. 

A labor department survey of prices 
in principal cities showed a general 
advance of per cent over the 
previous two weeks. 

Meat prices advanced 2.8 per cent. 
Bacon was up 6 per cent; ham, 7.9 
per cent; pork chops, 3.7 per cent; 
and lard 5.6 per cent. 

The price of pork chops was 101 
per cent above two years ago. Bacon 
had gone up 90 per cent and sliced 
ham 54 per cent in the two years. 
Lard advanced 107 per cent. 

Beef prices also advanced from late 
July to early August. The highest 
increase was 2.3 per cent for sirloin 
steaks. 

The prices of fruits and vegetables 
declined. Cereals remained the same.

Parlier, Secrétary Ickes, who ap- 

arently, was not consulted in the 

resident’s decision to fix a series of 
deadlines .for winding up allotment 
of the $4,000,000.000 fund. made no 
attempt to minimize difficulties in his 
end of the program. The allotment 
committee will hold its final meet- 
ing on September 17, only a day 
after Ickes’ own deadline for the pre- 
liminary step of submitting PWA ap- 
plications. 

The committee’s $75,000,000 rec- 
compared with $93,- 
000.000 allotted for August relief. 

Although the committee recommend- 

ed $30,121,790 for non-federal 
public works projects, the bulk of 
its  $264.121.790 slate comprised

jobs. 
It also decided to send back for 
revision 386 PWA applications from 
cities of more than 100,000 which 
were rejected by Hopkins because of 
their high material cost.
